| Speaking of Music...

Outstanding Playing by Regules 


The Argentinian lanist, 
Marisa Reguies, the final ‘artist 
to a r in Tokyo after the 
conclusion of the Osaka Inter- 
national Festival, gave her only 
local recital last week in Kudan 
Hall and the event proved of 

i nature. We had 
previously had the opportunity 
of admiring her virtuosity in 
two largescajle orchestral con- 
certos; on this occasion, how- 
ever, her interpretative -quall- 
ties and her impeccable techni- 
que were tested in less showy 
music. Her am, which 
traversed the different styles 

ulred by Beethoven and Pro- 
kofiev, Albeniz and Schumann, 
was as tasteful and musical as 
was her playing. 

It is evident that as a recital- 
ist Mise Regules shuns the 
“wowing” school of plano 
ing. With complete hakerekiess 
and lack of affectation she sits 
down and plays away, without 
any undue mannerisms or 
finicky inflections. Her playing 
has a broad sweeping vitality, 
balanced with poise, and rising 
to full stature. 

She brings to her perform- 
ances considerable’ stre 
verve and temperament, 
with a mind always alert and 
combined with a i certain 
feminine delicacy to keep her 
from exXaggera effects in 
order to astound listeners. 
She astonished rather by her 
tonal sense, by the finesse of 
her shading and phrasing, and 
even though on occasions a 
listener may have differed on 
detalis, her musical flair seem- 
ed always correct and always 
aimed at revealing the shape of 
any given piece of music as 
whole. 

Incisiveness Effective 

The recital started with 
Beethoven's A Major Sonata 
(Op. 101), which Miss Regules 
opened with a very, very steady 
beat and throughout gave a con- 
trolled, well-balanced and care- 
fully graded performance. The 
pianist’s incisiveness was par- 
ticularly effective in the clipped 
dotted notes of the “March” 
movement, and there was much 
reflection behind the expres- 
sivity she managed in the fugato 
finale. 

She chose to follow this with 
the Seventh Sonata of Proko- 
fiey, whieh jis a dry husk of a 
thing. ad mol less assured as 
interpretative artiste than of 
their technical prowess prefer 
to place this at the end of a pro- 
gram, where they can depend 
on its clangorous “precipitato” 
finale to bring down the house. 
Instead, Miss Regules proceed- 
ed with crystalline clarity and 
delicate sparkle, yet she sum- 
moned the requisite high .volt- 
age to bring the coruscating 
rhythm of the thunderous toc 
catalike ending. 

The intimate and introspec 
tive miniatures of Schumann's 
“Carnaval,” which graced the 
end of her program, may have 
a little too ardent and im- 
petuous for certain tastes, but 
there could be no question 
about the clarity and tessaten- 
tive control, or the subtlety and 
variety of touch which il- 
lumined her fnterpretation. This 


“Carnaval” had plenty of fire 


and urgency, untainted by the 
sloppy sort of sentimentality 
which too often disfigures Schu- 
mann playing.

Welfare Work Interests 
Indian Envoy’s Daughter |

Mrs. Srimati Pratibha Singh, 
eldest daughter of the Indian 
Ambassador C.P.N. Singh, is 
very much interested in social! 
work. The first place she visit. 
ed after her recent arrival here, 
was the Home -for Crippled 
Childen in Itabashi, Tokyo. 

“I was greatly impressed by 
the workshop attached to the 
institute, where artificial limbs 
are made,” says attractive Mrs. 
Singh. She explains that in In- 
dia artifical limbs are so ex. 
pensive that the physically. 
handicapped people cannot af- 
ford to buy them. 

A graduate of the Behar Col. 
lege she has always been con- 
cerned with the welfare of the 
less privileged people. When 
her father was governor of 
Punjab she was active in the 
Red Cress and founded a holi- 
day home for underprivileged 
children. During each summer 
vacation a batch of 50 to 100 
children were taken to the home 
for three weeks, free of charge. 
Expenses were paid from the 
funds given by the Government 
and the Red Cross and donated 
by the public. 


Mrs. Singh was also instru- 
mental in founding a home for 
physically-handicapped children. 
When she left Punjab to ac. 
company her father to Japan 
there were 36 children ranging 
in age from five to 15 at the 
institute. “Somehow very 
wealthy and extremely poor 
families have maimed children,” 
explains Mrs. Sinkh. The work 
was started with private dona- 
tions, but the Government now 
gives financial help, according 
to Mrs. Singh.

Color of Dog's Coats 
(IT) 
Hound-Marked: irregular 
patches of black, tan and white, 
usually with a black saddle. 
Isabella: yellowish-brown in 
color; a peach color. 


Merle: blue with tinge of grey 
and irregular in shading. 

Particolor: a coat of two 
colors in. equal proportions.’ 


‘| More properly two colors which 


are irregular in size, shape and 
location; one color may or may 
not predominate. Do not con- 
fuse with a mismarked solid 
color, usually with white feet, 
white tail tip, white on head, 
and large white spot on chest. 

Pencilltng: thin black lines of 
tan or feet of certain breeds, as 
toy Manchester terrier. 

Pied or piebald: large patches 

of two colors, usually one solid 
body color with irregular, usual- 
ly somewhat round patches of 
another color. Not the same as 
hound or parti-colored, 

Puce: dark liver colored, 

Red: may vary from lemon to 
deep mahogany, the term de- 
notes varying shades depending 
on the breed. Liver, dark and 
golden brown, tan, chestnut, 
orange and lemon are decreas- 
ing intensity shades of red in 
order given. Sandy, honey, 
bulf and platinum blonde are 
varying shades of red. 

Roan: a two color (or parti- 
color) technically being gray or 
white hairs thickly interspersed 
in a basic background of any 
one of chestnut, red, brown, 
black. If a black background, 
usually termed “blue roan”; red 
is a strawberry roan. At times 
a yellowish-red coated animal is 
called a roan 

Sable: technically black, but 
as used in dog fancy, a black 
shading over a lighter color as 
brown, in sable collies.

_Koshiji Reappears. With Shimpa

SHIMBASHI EMBUJO: 11:30 a.m.: 
“Aoi Kutsu,” “Ginza - H 


The Shimpa Troupe this 
month is minus its Yaeko Mizu- 
tani, and plus the coquettish 
chafiteuse Fubuki Koshiji, a 
situation that has occurred be- 
fore and is no longer the novel- 

it once was,. but still intrigi- 
ng in the chance it affords to 
see the singer in a nonmusical 
setting. Actually though, there 
is always a compromise made 
so that Koshiji can be seen in 
her more familiar state, with a 
chance for her to croon the 
throaty little songs that she 
understandably handles better 
and more naturally than act. 


On the matinee program she 
makes her appearance in “Ginza 
Hotel,” the latest of a Ginza 
series being written by Matsu- 
taro Kawaguchi, an old hand at 
plays Concerned with the Tokyo 
demimonde as it used to exist, 
and as it barely does today. In 
og latter he makes an attempt 

to stay abreast of the times by 
giving his geisha women per- 
manent waves and making them 
rhumba; but it cannot be denied 
that even in these plays, he is 
always endeavoring to find a 
bit of the to him nostalgic 
geisha temperament of the past 
somewhere amid the practical 
harlots of present-day . Ginza 
back alleys. 


This month’s “Ginza Hotel” 
is no exception, although for a 
change there are no professional 
geisha as such taking part in the 
play. The story is laid, as might 
be expected, in a Ginza back 
in a 
cheap “hotel” where furtive 
couples may come to bed toge- 
ther for the price of ¥1,000 a 
night. Luscious Koshiji is the 
younger of two sisters who are 
proprietresses of the shady busi- 
ness, one of those places that 
the recent laws against prostitu- 
tion have brought into — 
limelight. 


But this lovely pconetatinia 
in spite of her practical busi- 
ness, is-a “softy” at heart; and 
one day when the district’s most 
notorious prostitute comes to 
the hotel with an elderly and 
unsuspecting gentleman in tow, 
she promptly sends the pro- 
stitute, who has been trailed by 
a plainclothesman to the hotel, 
hastling away, and then puts 
on a show of talking business 
with the gentleman to set the 
police off the track. Then she 
promptly falls in love with the 
elderly gentleman, who is old 
enough to be her father. 


‘Kan Uncomfortable 


Here, the aforementioned 
“compromise” comes in_ the 
form of a little inserted episode 
in which Koshiji sings a senti- 
mental chanson for the “ro 
mance-gray,” and the man in- 
dulges in a flowery dream of ro- 


mantic fantasy. The episode of 


course is entirely for Koshiji's 
sake; one feels a little embar- 


x rassed for the apparent dis- 


comfiture suffered by sedate 
Ishii Kan in his role of the 
gentieman, standing immobile 
with a transfixed smile on his 
face while Fubuki Koshiji 
weaves around him with her 
song. Needless to say, the epi- 
sode is entirely incongruous and 
out of place—but of course we 
must have Koshiji. 


The gentleman slips silently 
away; and there the episode 
seemed to have ended. But one 
day a younger Ishii Kan appears 
at the hotel. He is none other 
than the old man’s son, who has 
come to propose marriage to 
her, having learned of the brief 
but sincere flirtation from a let- 
ter left him by the now deceas- 
ed father. 

Lacks Sincerity 

As can be seen, the play 
lacks any true sense of sincerity, 
and is shallow even beyond the 
usual level. Koshiji is a comely 


sight to see; but it takes a more © 


lively play to keep her from ap- 
pearing stilted and unnatural 
when she is speaking and not 
singing. ; 

“Tokyo Hanjo Ki,” also on 
the matinee program, is a play 
by Hideji Hojo that does not 
quite live up to expectation in 
spite of the rowdily hilarious 
situations and the apparent en- 
joyment of the audience at the 
hullaballoo. 


be a nostalgic glimpse of Tokyo 
of the good old Meiji days, as 
seen through the eyes of lately 
deceased artist Sohachi Kimura, 
in his book. of reminiscences of 
.ToKyo of perhaps two or three 
generations ago. 

One chapter is concerned 
with a meat shop with colored 
glass panes and this is the 
scene of the play, gaudy with 
colored glass panes and all, in- 
‘cluding a flamboyant character 
named Okin (Shotaro Hana- 
yagi) who works her way into 
becoming mistress of the shop’s 
lecherous proprietor through all 


means, evil or foul, until her 


ultimate, equally 
downfall. 


The play is entertaining with 
its rowdy situations but it is 
hardly Hideji Hojo at his best. 
We have come to expect more 
of him than a mere colored 
pane frivolity.

The issue involves a new set 
of rules announced April 13 by 
the club owners limiting the 
contract money of a rookie and 
the bonus payable to Class-A 
10-year players.

The wonus payable to a Class-A 
player, one who has been with 
a team for 10 years, is limited 
to not more than twice his an- 
nual salary. In case a Class-A 
player goes to another club, his 
bonus will not be more than 150 
per cent of his yearly salary. 

In giving his notice to the 

layers’ delegates, Commissioner 
noue explained: 

The agreement to limit 
the contract money of a rookie 
was reached at a meeting of club 
owners’ representatives, and ac- 
cordingly, the players have no 
right to take any part in the 
talks on the contract money.

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Whaling Pact 


AMSTERDAM (Kyodo-Reu- 
ter)—G. J. Lienesch, the direc 
tor of fisheries of the Agricul- 
ture Ministry, said here Sunday 
that if no solution was found 
to the present difficulties over 
the whaling quota, the Nether- 
lands will “definitely withdraw” 
from the International Whaling 
Convention as of July 1. 


Lienesch, who arrived here 
by air from Tokyo where he has 
been attending the whaling 
talks with Norway, Britain and 
Japan, added that although Brit- 
ain and Norway had been will- 
ing to yield to some extent, Ja- 
pan and the Netherlands had 
been unwilling. 


Lienesch said that, of a total 
of 15,000 whaling units, Russia 
had been allotted 20 cent, 
and the four other countries had 
asked for 13,450 units, which 
was 1,450 units more than could 
be allotted. Japan had stated 
that any lowering of its share 
would make its fleet unprofit- 
able. 


.Lienesch reiterated that if no 
solution was found for the prob- 
lem. the Netherlands would 
withdraw from the whaling con- 
vention. He said further talks 
would take place between Brit- 
ain, the Netherlands and Japan 
on June 18 and 19, in London 
immediately before the Interna- 
tional Whaling Conference to he 
held from June 22 to 29. 


No Accord Seen 

OSLO (AP)—Norway’s __iar- 
gest newspaper, Aftenposten, 
Monday said editorially that the 
international whaling confer- 
ence to be held in London 
probably will lead to no result. 

“If it should, both the Dutch 
and Japanese would have to 
show willingness to make con- 
cessions. The Dutch company 
has all through the negotiations 
shown little flexibility, both as 
concerns the sale of the Willem 
Barentz expedition with its 
quota—and that - could have 
solved the whole quota prob- 
lem.—During negotiations about 
the quotas they have refused to 
budge an inch,” Aftenposten 
said. “The Duteh Government 
—which has to foot the bill— 
obviously has nothing to say.” 

The paper said the Japanese 
whaling industry was not Gov- 
ernment-regulated and added: 

“As far as negotiations go, 
that means it is more difficult 
for the Japanese to agree to a 
reduction of the catch than for 
the Norwegians, where the gov- 
ernment decides.” 

“We will not predict anything 
about what will happen. But 
‘the Russians are not bound to 
the quota of 20 per cent beyond 
than sometime next month. If 
the remaining whaling nations 
have not agreed by then, the 
Russians are free to do what 
they want,” Aftenposten said. 

The newspaper said that 
while this may press the Lon- 
don negotiators to an agree- 
ment, it may on the other hand 
mean that the Dutch and Japa- 
nese will try to press Norway 
and Britain to agree to their 
terms in order to prevent the 
20 per cent agreement with the 
Russians from collapsing. 

“Because if it does, whaling in 
the. Antarctic will become en- 
tirely free. That will lead to a 
free-for-all and at least a part- 
time cessation of operations by 
expeditions working on a pri- 
vate basis. The possibilities 
seem dark, both for the Nor- 
wegians and for the other

On trade going from Britain

P.I, Peso Devaluation 
Seen Early Next Month 


MANILA (UPI)—The Philip- 
pine peso, long pegged to an 
unrealistic official rate of two 
for one U.S. dollar, is expected 
to be devalued in early June 
by the Philippine Congress. 

It will mark the first official 
change in the value of the peso, 
in relation to the dollar, since 
the early days of former Amer- 
ican sovereignty. 

President Carlos P. Garcia 
has demanded from Congress a 
law permitting the Central 
Bank to slap a 40 per cent pre- 
mium or surcharge on the sale 
of foreign exchange to import- 
ers in Manila. 

It has technically beer refer- 
red to as anything but devalua- 
tion of the peso but according 
to banking and economic offi- 
clals here it amounts to just 
that. 

The Unitéd States has given 
an official stamp of approval to 
President Garcia's plan—a move 
that doomed previously strong 
opposition to the measure. 

Earlier, American. officials 
had opposed a less drastic 25 
per cent premium tax as a vio- 
lation of the Langley-Laurel 
Trade Agreement between the 
two countries. 

However, Washington made 
an abrupt about-face under in- 
creasing pressure from Manila 
—and in light of an Increasing- 
ly dismal economic picture in 
the Philippines. 

President Garcia, unable to 
drive through the measure dur- 
ing the just completed regular 
100 days session, called Con- 
gress back for a special session 
starting June 1. 

Armei with Washington ap- 
proval for his pet tax bill, Gar- 
cia gave Congress an oblique 
warning that he would con- 
tinue to call back session after 
session until it passed the 
measure. 

In the Philippines, the Presi- 
dent has the power to keep Con- 
gress in almost continuous ses- 
sion until it coes bis bidding or 
reaches an acceptable com- 
promise. 

Under the proposed law the 
Central Bank would collect a 
premium of 40 per cent on the 
sale of every dollar to an im- 
porter in Manila. This would 
raise the cost one U.S. dollar to 
2 pesos and 80 centavos. 

The general Filipino public, 
already eaught in a_ vicious 
circle of inflation, unemploy- 
ment and fixed charges, was ex- 
pected to suffer the brunt of the 
devaluation effects. 

Prices of imported commodi- 
ties would go up and profiteer- 
ing increase, according to well 
qualified predictions here. 

But for the Philippine Gov- 
ernment, hovering on the brink 
of banktptcy, the devaluation 
would serve as a temporary shot 
in the arm.

Auckland’s 
Port Bridge 


Opens May 30 


(Kyodo-Reuter)—Two colorful 
week-long festivals are being 
planned to celebrate the open- 
ing of the £6 million Auckland 
Harbor toll bridge on May 30. 
The bridge is the biggest 
single undertaking in the 119- 
years development of Auckland, 
New Zealand's largest city. 


A graceful 3,348-foot-long tra- 
cery of steel supporting a con- 
crete» roadway now stretches 
across the Waitemata Harbor 
and links the populous southern 
suburbs with the less densely 
settled north shore. Some road- 
work remains to be completed 
before the bridge, the largest 
structure of its kind to be built 
in the British Commonweaith 
‘since World War Il, is -ready 
for traffic. 


Work 6n new high-speed ap- 
proach roads is almost finished 
and the men who will control 
traffic on the bridge are being 
trained in the latest American 
methods. 


Six reinforced concrete piers 
set in solid rock on the harbor 
bottom carry the cantilever- 
type bridge, which has been de- 
signed to resist the stresses im- 
posed. by the earthquakes which 
New Zealand experiences from 
time to time. 

The total length of the 
structure, including 906 feet of 
concrete viaduct at the northern 
end, is 4,250 feet. The main 
navigation arch is 211 feet high 
and gives a clearance for ships 
of 146 feet at mean tide level. 


The roadway rises one foot 
every 22 feet. 
The bridge, which has taken 


three years and four months to 
build, is British designed and 
British built, It will carry four 
lanes of traffic on its 42-foot- 
wide roadway and vehicies will 
be permit to travel at 40 
miles an hour—10 miles an 
hour more than the limit for 
the city traffic. Pedestrians and

pedal cyclists will be forbidden 


to use roadway.

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Scientific Studies 


The Japan Council of Science last month fn an instruc- 
tive White Paper drew attention to the backwardness of the 
study of basic sciences in Japan. The document reviewed 
Japan's facilities for teaching and research in the fields of 
mathematics, astronomy, physics, chemistry, biochemistry, 
biology, botany, geology, geography and anthropology and 
its conclusion was that unless improvements were made 
Japan “would be left behind world levels in a few years.” 

“We have lost balance in the progress of our techno- 
logy,” added the council, 

‘We hope the White Paper has not been pigeonholed and 
the whole matter allowed to be forgotten by those who 
should be eager to take up the warning it contained. 


According to the council's findings Japan has dropped 
considerably behind other advanced nations in this matter 
of higher scientific education and research. Although this 


may be true, Japan is not the only country where it has 
been found necessary to awaken the public to the need for 


scientific and technical knowledge 


being constantly ex- 


Even Soviet Russia, at the instigation of M-. Khrush- 
chev himself, was called upon to reorganize its schools 
with this objective in view at the end of last year. 

While not attempting to decry the value of a literary 
education and the study of the humanities, there can be no 
doubt about the urgent requirements of the age in which 


we live—scientific knowledge must grow with the technical 
demands with which we are confronted. 

There is a feeling among university students in most 
countries that perhaps an arts degree can be obtained with 
less painful effort than can a comparable science degree, 
and that this is a good reason for the choice of the former 
line of study. This is not at all a commendable thing, and 
we may express a hope that Japanese youth is not deeply 
involved in such ideas. | - 


In Britain, so long identified with a “classical educa- 
tion,” more and more attention is being given today to 
scientific subjects, both in the schools and in higher in- 
stitutions. Most of the fundamental research is carried out 
in the universities which play an essential part in promot- 
ing the sciences by maintaining a steady supply of trained 
scientists. As a result, a system of collaboration has devel- 
oped between the universities, industry, the learned so- 
cieties and the Government which is of great value to the 
community and leaves the greatest possible measure of 
freedom to individual scientists. 

Something of this same process goes on in Japan, but 
the Japan Council of Science complains that scientific 
equipment in the Japanese universities is out of date and 
inadequate. 

At present, it is reported, there are over 200 learned so- 
cieties in Britain with approximately 400 scientific publica- 
tions; there are also many technical institutions and profes- 
sional associations, many of which play a big part in the 
promotion of scientific research. In the German Federal 
Republic there are likewise many such institutions and the 
admirable system of vocational schools meets a public need, 
while the Mining Academy in Klausthal-Zellerfeld and the 
Agricultural College at Hohenheim, housed in the old coun- 
try seat of a former Duke of Wuerttemberg, are notable 


among the nation’s technical centers. 


In mapping out a course of scientific study, the probable 
vocational needs of the students should be borne in mind, 
and herein is one of the merits of the German system. 
While for medical students, the sciences intimately con- 
nected with medical practice must be studied, the engineer- 
ing aspirant must acquaint himself with the knowledge 
necessary for his chosen profession. 

Mere haphazard study of a number of unrelated or 
distantly related sciences is of little value: scientific knowl- 
edge must be collated with the purpose of securing some 


technical achievement so as to fit the recipient for active 
participation in a useful branch of human activity. 


In other words, scientific instruction in schools and 
colleges must be practical. In addition, there must be ade- 
quate facilities for advanced research, and in this field gov- 
ernment help and encouragement are essential. There have 
been too many promises in this respect in this country and 


not enough performance. 


The whole subject of scientific education and scientific 
research in Japan would seem to call for overhauling, and 
we hope something more will be done in this direction. 
The Japan Council of Science’s findings must not be left 
unattended to. We feel that Japan needs as many scientists 
and technicians as she can get, and she must look to her 
own schools and other institutions for the great majority of

Political Fish in Northern Seas 
Negotiations With USSR Take Same Pattern of Coercion 


By a FOREIGN CORRESPONDENT 


‘Fish are of eminent political 
importance for the Japanese, 
particularly pelagic fish. Polli- 
tics represent the art ef arrang- 
ing the affairs of the state—of 
which surely securing nourish- 
ment and earnings for the pop- 


Prof. Mecking of Ham- 
burg in 1951 wrote that fish are 
the bread and the cattle of 
Japan. The annual negotiations 
on salmon fishing in the north- 
ern waters between Japan and 
the Soviet Union therefore war- 
rant close attention. 


After 121 days of intermittent 
negotiations, the Soviet Union 
has practically forced Japan to 
agree to limit the catches for 
the 1959 season to 85,000 tons. 
Moscow originally countered 
the first Japanese demand for 
165,000 tons by offering to per 
mit a catch of 50,000 tons. 

These figures, the course of 
the negotiations and the timing 
of the final settlement—barely 
in time for starting this year’s 
fishery at all—bear all of 
Soviet power politics. But at 
this stage one point should per- 
haps be made: the Japanese side 
did. not demand the right to 
catch 165,000 tons of salmon as 
representing the basic require- 
ments for the nourishment of 
the Japanese people. 

Last year, according to offi- 
cial figures, 110,000 tons were 
caught. The actual catch was, 
however, much higher. Of this, 
Japan exported 56,013 metric 
tons of salmon valued at about 
¥24,700 million. But it was 
never alleged that in her former 
traditional fishing grounds 
Japan should now only catch 
her ‘basic necessities. 

Conservation Problem 

About 100,000 people are en- 
gaged in the fishing industry, 
which has the legitimate right 
to export the surplus of its pro- 
duction. 

The problem of scientific fish 
conservation and that of disci- 
plined fishing has, however, 
been raised not only by the So- 
viet Union, but also by the 
United States and by Canada. 
In this respect, the opinion is 
gaining ground that the Soviet 
side is more justified in her de- 
mands than it would appear 
from the reactions of a large 
part of the Japanese public. 

In prewar days when the re 
lative power of Japan and the 
Soviet Union was less out of 
proportion than it is today, fish- 
ery negotiations between the 
two countries were, in parts, 
similar to present-day negotia- 
tions, with the balance of power 
in reverse. 

Negotiations with the Soviet 
Union on practically any sub- 
ject tend to be tedious and 
frustrating for any non-Com- 
munist or nonneutralistic dele- 
gation. The reason is that the 
Soviet Union; as the citadel of 
international communism, in- 
variably regards as its ultimate 
aim the concept of world rev- 
olution—much more aptly term- 


_ed Communist imperialism. 


Uniform Pattern 

Reviewing Communist nego- 
tiations since the end of World 
War Il, one can see a uniform 
pattern. In Europe the Soviets 
ultimately want to dominate 
Germany—and it is highly un- 
likely that they will ever volun- 
tarily agree to give up their ab- 
solute control of the smaller 
eastern part of the country. 

To achieve their aim, it is 
necessary to break the alliance 
of Western Germany with the 
Western great powers. 

One of the many attempts in 
this direction was, for instance, 
agreement to end the Four 
Power control of Austria by 
urging neutrality (in this case

Producers’ Rice Price . 
The Rice Price Deliberation 
Councii is scheduled to meet 
June 25 to deliberate on the pro- 


ducers’ rice price for the com- 
ing year to be recommended to 
the Government. Unlike the 
past, production costs will be a 
determining factor in the rice 
price, according to the Agricul- 
ture-Forestry Ministry, instead 
of a parity formula. It is hoped 
that the Government and coun- 
cil will make efforts to decide 
on a fair and equitable price 
for the coming rice year, which 
will be acceptable to both the 
producer and consumer.

In their negotiations with the 
governments the Soviets use 
the tactics of stressing any 
weak point they may have dis- 
covered, in order to create con- 
fusion and raise doubts even in 
the ranks of otherwise progov- 
ernment circles in Japan and 


Germany. They set up moral 
standards and at the same time 
indicate that these might be 
waived, if “sincere indications” 
are showw, that the govern- 
ments are prepared to adopt 
the Communist interpretation 
of peace, friendship and coope- 
ration. 

Moscow has repeatedly let it 
be known that if Japan were 
prepared to sign a peace treaty, 
a cultural agreement and other- 
wise tend toward the orbit of

Duty on Gifts 


To the Editor: 

Recently I've had the embar- 
rassment of having to refuse 
gifts sent to me by friends and 
relatives abroad because the 
packages reached me with out- 
rageous amounts of duty charg- 
ed to them by the Japanese cus- 
toms. 

The parcels I am _ talking 
about were sent from. private 
persons at residential addresses 
abroad. They were plainly 
marked as gifts. They were 
addressed to a private person 
here at a residential address. 
They were of modest size. 
What they contained were or 
dinary articles in nominal 
quantity for personal or house 
hold use. 

Rejection has meant that the 
packages had to be returned to 
the senders. The Japanese cus- 
toms collected nothing except 
a lot of work for itself. The 
senders had to pay for return 
postage. I felt bound to write 
to the well-meaning donors and 
explain my predicament. The 
net result: frustration for every 
one, and a good deal of ill-will 
toward the Japanese govern: 
mental authorities. ‘ 

Why does the Japanese cus- 
toms feel that they must exact 
their “pound of flesh” on gift 

ls like this? Other coun- 
tries are fairly lenient. Is the 
Japanese customs so enormous- 
ly overstaffed that they have to 
hunt out small jobs like this to 
give everyone something to do? 

Finally, is there anyone in 
the entire Japanese customs to 
whom one may address a sen- 
sible appeal? My own expert 
ence is that it is better to pay 
the tax, if you can, or reject 
the package, if the tax is too 
outrageous. I’ve tried talking 
to the higher-ups at customs 
but all I’ve gotten has been 
shoulder-shrugging and snicker 
ing and muttering. There real- 
ly seems to be no one in the 
entire outfit who can make a 
sensible decision about even 
the most minor matter.

All packages from abroad— 
with the exception of those con- 
taining scientific research and/or 
education materials designated for 
use at specific institutions, relief 
goods and other special articles— 
are subject, as a rule, to taxation 
under the customs law. 

In consideration of international 
friendship and simplification of 
customs procedures, however, pro- 
visional exemption is recognized on 
a gift package whose content is 
valfed at less than ¥2,000 and con- 
sists of such items as food, cloth- 
ing and/or other small goods 
(cigarettes excluded) which may be 
regarded as intended for personal 
consumption by the recipient 
and/or his relatives. 

It cannot be said whether the 
exemption applies to the package 
in question because the letter does 
not state the estimated value of 
its content, but it is a misunder- 


standing to consider that all gift . 


packages are free from taxation.
